Illinois river pollution commission 
soon will tell the legislature that 
the river contains one thousand 
times more silt than human waste. 


Many sportsmen tend to blame 


mostly human and industrial waste 
dumped in to the river for its 
inability to support fish and game 
as of old. 


Recommendations for reducing 


silt-producing soil erosion as well 
as human and industrial waste 
affecting the 273 mile stream will 
be included in the commission's 
report. 


The nine man group was created 


by the 1949 legislature to find out 
how to clean up the river with its 
10 billion gallon daily runoff of 
water, one fourth of which is 
diverted from Chicago 
Senator 


Stanley Mondala (D-Chicago) is 
commission chairman. 


The commission has not com- 


pleted recommendations but its 
report shows: 


6.000,000 Tons 


Silt reaching the river from 


eroding agriculture lands in the 
river basin's 27,000 square mile 


further aid to Western Europe 
"unless persuaded thac Western 
Europe is carrying its full share 
of the burden " 


watershed totals six million tons 
a year. 


Human waste loads hitting the 


river equals raw sewage from one 
million persons. Some conies from 
treatment plants, none of which 
is'ever 100 per 
cent 
efficient. 


Nearly 6,000,000 persons live in 
the basin. 


The industrial waste load, in- 


cluding that run through treat- 
ment plants, is equal to sewage 
from 1,900,000 persons. 


Although waste disposal prob- 


lems are usually more difficult 
for industry, the commission says, 
basin industries have made "con- 
siderable progress." 


What About Effect*? 


What about polution's effects 


on the river? 


The commission says pollution 


has almost 
killed the Illinois' 


reputation as a great fishing and 
waterfowl hunting paradise. 


"Many zealous advocates 
of 


stream pollution abatement erro- 
neously believe that Illinois' loss 
of eminence as a producer of fish 
and game is almost entirely due 
to water-earned 
sewage," the 


report says.

Here's What Treasury and Federal 


Reserve Are Feuding About 


Cheap money is what the treasury and the Federal Re- 


serve board are feuding about—publicly. But some bankers 
contend that the real issue is: Shall the nation's chief credit 
agency, the federal reserve, be kept clear of political control 
by the White House? 
To the average citizen, all tne squabbling about pegging 


the price of government securities above or below par, raising 
or lowering interest rates by one-fourth of one per cent, ma- 
nipulating yields in the bond market—is just so much Greek. 


Bankers will tell you, however, that these complicated, 


and dull, proceedings go a long way in determining whether 
you have a good economic times or bad—and, just as directly 
important to you, in deciding whether your dollar buys 100 
cents worth in the marketplace, or only 50 cents worth.

In many of then- operations the federal reserve and the 


treasury are necessarily closely tied together. But their poli- 
cjtes can differ at times—with the most honest of intentions 
on both sides. 
The treasury—which is responsible to the White House 


and carries out its fiscal policies—has two very good points 
in the present dispute: Interest rates should be kept low on 
the federal debt for economy reasons; and investor confi- 
dence in government securities should not be shaken by sharp 
fluctuations in the price of bonds. 
*

The Federal Reserve—which reports only to congress 


and was set up in 1913 to'influence credit conditions for the 
best interest of industry, agriculture and commerce—takes 
this view: It must protect the purchasing power of the dol- 
lar, by regulating the flow of credit through boosting interest 
rates, and thus stopping the surge of inflation. 


Late in the twenties the Federal Reserve trier" o curb 


financial speculation by yanking up interest rates dramati- 
cally, but too late. After the fiscal collapse the reserve helped 
rehabilitate the banks. Throughout the thirties it was called 
upon to cushion the depression by an easy money policy. 
Finally, the treasury commanded Federal Reserve support 
for cheap money to finance World War n.

The board's attempt to break away from that cheap 


money policy still championed by the White House, and to 
send up interest rates to squeeze some of the water out of 
the inflated currency, brought on the present feud with the 
treasury. 


Many bankers say the Federal Reserve must fight clear 


of any White House domination. Others say the present 
national emergency is a poor time to do it.

For some time I have wanted 


to visit the Island of Jamaica, 
having gathered various versions 
from various travelers to that 
country. 
Christopher, the 
dis- 


coverer, came in search of gold. 
This he did not find but did find 
a wealth of scenery and vegeta- 
tion. The Spanish owned Jamaica 
until 1600, after which it was 
taken over by England and still 
remains their possession. 


In the 17th century it was a 


rendezvous for pirates and buc- 
caneers who made their headquar- 
ters at Port Royal, a wicked city 
destroyed by earthquakes. Soon 
after Kingston was settled and 
Admiral Lord Nelson was gover- 
nor of Fort Charles, Port Royal. 


Kingston was a favorite spot of 


the British royalty. 
They still 


like to tell that the Duke and 
Duchess of Kent spent their honey- 
moon here. 


We were guests for tea at the 


Myrtle Bank hotel of Mrs. Reed, 
a friend of Myrtle 
Walgreen's, 


who is here from Bloomington, 
111., for the winter. Mrs. Reed 
says she prefers it to any other 
resort for its mild climate. The 
average year around temperature 
is between 70 and 80, quite differ- 
ent from what you are experienc- 
ing, now In Dixon. There is a sea 
breeze by day and a land breeze 
at night. Summer clothing is worn 
all the time. 


We had a very fine guide who 


happened to be our driver also 
from him I gathered much in 
formation about Kingston. 


The entire day's motor trip fill 


ed up with joy and appreciation 
as we traveled hill and dale. Tne 
mountains in no way reach the 
size of our western mountains 
The highest range from foothill 
to the peaks are 7,000 feet bu 
they unfold a world' of beauty

Many nice homes are conspicu 


ous for their attractive mountain 
side locations. Their trees an 
their flowering shrubs are of bril 
liant hues and over all there ar 


the lights and shadows that never 
ail to please. 


We visited two beautiful parks, 


magnificently maintained by the 
Jritish government. 
One called 


Castleton Gardens was our first 
ntroduction. Here we saw some 
00 varieties of trees all new to 
most of us, at least we find few 


f them in the states. I almost 
like trees better than flowers. We 
eveled in their 
beauty. 
Here 


are a few, I will not impose 300 
n you! 
A beautiful tree is the 
Fish 


Tail palm, 75 feet high 
There 


are 100 varieties of palms. Night- 
ingales aud the mocking 
birds' 


sweet tones can be heard any eve- 
ning. The screw pine was a new 


ariety to us. It had a beautiful 
eaf, the bark of the tree was 
beautiful with large splashes of 
>ink, russet and delicate green. 


The Oapa was another wonder- 


ful tree reaching a height of 150 
'eet. The camphor xtree was in 
he group. The Jackaranda with 
ts fern-like foliage and small blue 
flowers was more than worth look- 
ing at. There was an Ironwood 
:ree from India. 


The orchid tree which grows 


arge and tall was covered with 
clusters of blooming orchids. 


There are many Breadfruit trees 


in Jamaica . It was Capt. Bligh 
of "Mutiny on the Bounty" fame 
who introduced this tree to Ja- 
maica. I believe it is used as a 
vegetable by the natives. 


Hillside gardening seems to be 


the way here. I presume it is 
necessary as four-fifths 
of the 


land is mountainous. Our expert 
Ohio farmer, 
Louis 
Bromfield, 


would approve of the many acres 
of yams that are raised on the 
mountain in this way of planting 
We saw boys and girls carrying 
huge bunches of yam slips up the 
mountain side to 
be 
planted 


Crops grow the year around here 


Men laborers get $2 a day. The 


government offers no relief. There 
are many poor people in Kingston 
with a population of 128,000. The 
city itself is seven square miles 
The Island of Jamaica is 42 by 
150 with a million and a half pop- 
ulation. In and around here are 
four mineral springs, one hot 
enough to brew tea. 


Naturally being under British 


rule they speak English. Most of 
the people are black. 


The taxi trade seems to be i 


thriving^ne. Some complained of 


rates which might be due to the 
>rice of gasoline, 65 cents a gal- 
on. 


Labor unions are here as else- 


where. 
Our taxi man said they 


served no purpose. The head of 
the union is said to be one of the 
richest men in Jamaica. He was 
formerly a "money lender" until 
the government reduced his rate 
of interest He quit and became 
a political agitator, 
starting a 


;rade union movement and 
did 


everything- he could to embarrass 
the government. ,He is much dis- 
liked. 


We saw while on 
our 
drive 


something that hurt. Women with 
small hammer in hand sitting on 
the stone pile breaking cobble- 
stones in bits to be used on roads. 
They sell the stone to the govern- 
ment. 


Everywhere we go we are im- 


pressed with the way the people 
are trying to make a living. There 
are so many little shops and mar- 
ket places where homemade ar- 
ticles such as baskets, hats, shoes, 
jackets, blouses and skirts mostly 
made from sisel, grasses, barks, 
seed pods, cotton and wood are 
sold. 
They work hard with so 


little at hand and beg you with 
tears in their eyes to buy. 


They have worlds of seeds, made 


into necklaces and bracelets, they 
gather shells picked up at the 
seaside. They will follow you for 
a block perhaps and put a basket 
or a straw purse in your hand- 
You can't refuse. 


The resort 


tourist trade 


places live on the 
and the more one 


sees of the hard life of some of 
these people the more sympathetic 
you become. 


The big industry in and around 


Kingston 
is 
coffee. 
The Blue 


Mountain coffee company is the 
largest producer. 
Their 
coffee 


sells for 28 cents a pound. Hun- 
dreds and hundreds of acres are 
planted by this company. 


The banana crop comes first. 


Sugar is the second largest in- 
dustry followed by coffee, cocoa 
beans and sorrel for tea. One of 
their products I like very much 
is guava paste made from guava 
fruit which grows on good-sized 
trees. 


I haven't time 
to finish this 


letter. Will tell you of another 
beautiful park, the Hope Gardens 
later on.

Amerasia Case Inconsequential, Pegler Says 


New York—Senator Joe McCarthy's charges that Drew Pearson 


served as a stooge for David Katz, formerly of the Communist Daily 
Worker, have been supported by excerpts from Pearson's rfa,iv col- 
umn." I have published in these essays proof that 
Pearson foisted upon his readers abusive propa- 
ganda against the war department because it re- 
fused to grant commissions to Communists who 
were not identified by Pearson as Communists. 
He represented them "as young liberals and vic- 
tims of caste prejudice. 


Pearson used his newspaper column to laugh 


off the notorious Amerasia case as an inconse- 
quential, indeed, innocent episode. The Amerasia 
case involved a theft of secret documents and the 
delivery of those papers to a small periodical pub- 
lished in Nsw York which was actually a Com-' wwtbnx* 
munist front.

ington to put in the fix for one Mark Gayn, a writer who was em- 
ployed by Field's Chicago paper called the Sun. Gayn was one of t 
the men who had been arrested. Gayn was not even indicted. Weiss 
worked through the White House where he had influence. When 
Weiss died recently, Elaenor Roosevelt wrote a shocking tribute to 
this conspirator who was, incidentally, a brother of Carol Weiss 
King, an attorney for notorious Communists. She herself has been 
named in official documents as a member of Communist fronts. 
Her late brother organized the first defense of Alger Hiss. 


Pearson began to get in his

Amerasia group was headed "Oh, 
so secret." 


"Arrest of two state, depart- 


ment and one navy" official for 
allegedly giving out secret docu- 
ments has brought to a head long 
smoldering backstage discussion 
regarding the question 'When is 
a document secret?'"

"What is the big objection to 


taking a small discard pile?" 
asks A Pittsburgh reader. 'It sure- 
ly must be better to take three or 
four cards from the discard pile 
than only one card from the stock 
pile." 


It looks better, but appearances 


are deceptive. If you keep taking 
small discard piles, you don't need 
to. If you can't keep taking them, 
you'd better not This may sound 
confusing, but the explanation is 
very simple. 


Suppose that your hand is so 


good that you can pick up the pile 
whenever your turn comes. The 
pile will always contain four cards, 
and you may think that you are 
doing very well. 


But remember that you are 


never drawing a card from the 
stock pile. You won't get any wild 
cards in the discard pile because 
the opponents won't be foolish 
enough to freeze when your hand 
is So good. 


Also, you won't get anything 


particularly useful because the 
opponents aren't completely crazy. 
In other words, you are giving up 
your chances to draw wild cards 
and very useful cards in order 
to pick up a few moderately useful 
cards. 


Next consider what would have 


happened if you had passed some 
of those four-card piles. If your 
hand is good enough to keep 
picking up the pile, you won't lose 
anything by letting the pile apw 
a bit. A good hand must incrade 
a, few safe discards, and you can 
easily make such a discard and 
take the pile when it contains 
eight cards or twelve cards instead 
of only four. 


Suppose you take the pile every 


second time it comes to you. In 
this way you eventually get just 
as many cards aa you would if 
you picked it up at every possible 
chance. In addition you get a card 
from the stock pile once in every 
two chances to play. If you take 
the discard pile every third time, 
you still get the same cards and 
you also get a card from the stock 
pile on two out of every three 
chances to play. 


» » » 


In short, if your hand is so good 


that you can keep taking the 
discard pile, it's better not to do 
so. Let the pile grow a bit and take 
it later on. 


If your hand isn't good enough 


to keep taking the discard pile, it 
is still poor policy to picK up an 
occasional three-card or four-card 
pile. The chances are that you 
should be concentrating on play- 
ing for out instead of picking up a 
few nondescript cards. 


Once in a blue moon, it pays to 


pick up a very small pile. One of 
the cards may be especially valu- 
able, or perhaps t^ie small pile 
will give V°u a couple of safe dis- 
cards just when you have come to 
the end of your safe plays.

The Wage Stabilization Board,

WASHINGTON, (AP) — Al- 


though form 1040-A is the simplest 
to use in making your 1950 income 
tax return, not everyone can use it. 


You can If— 
Your income was under $5,000 


and full tax was withheld from 
all of it except for no more than 
$100 in untaxed wages, interest or 
dividends. 


(You 
can see from this that 


form 1040-A was meant mostly 
for people who had full tax with- 
held from them in 1950 although 
some leeway was made for those 
with a little extra untaxed income 
—of a certain kind.) 


If you had income of more than 


$100 in untaxed wages or interest

Double Ceiling

Can Use 1040 


If your income was under $5,000 


and for some reason you don't 
fit the rule for using form 1040-A, 
you can use the 1040 short form. 


Just remember though: The 


under-$5,000 people, using form 
1040-A or the 1040 short form, are 
allowed a standard deduction of 
about 10 per cent of their income 
for personal expenses like charita- 
ble contributions, 
medical 
ex- 


penses, and so on. 


They don't have to claim the 


deduction or prove it amounted to 
10 per cent. They get it auto- 
matically. 
It's already allowe'd 


for in the tax table used to figure 
the tax on people using those two 
forms. 


If their 
deductions 
actually 


were more than 10 per cent, they 
should use the 1040 long form. 
There theyTll have to itemize every 
deduction and can claim the full 
amount. 


All that follows applies only to 


those under-$5,000 people who can 
use form 1040-A. 


Just Answer Questions 


Just answer the questions on 


the form and send it to the internal 
revenue collector for your district. 


You don't have to figure your 


tax. 
You supply the necessary 


information and he'll figure your 
tax for you. Don't send any cash 
or check. 


If he finds you owe any tax—in 


addition to whatever tax was with- 
held from your pay—he'll senc 
you a bill. 
Then you have 30 


days to pay up after he notifies 
you. 


If he finds you have a refund 


due because you were taxed too

Shbuld Have W-2 


Since in order to 
use form 


1040-A you must have had all. or 
almost an. the tax withheld from 
you in 1950, you should have re- 
ceipts from your boss showing 
what he withheld and turned over 
to the government. 


Everyone whr had taxes with- 


held in 1950 should have such re- 
ceipt. 
It's- called form W-2, a 


withholding statement. Some peo- 
ple will have more than one receipt 
if they worked for more than one 
boss in 1950. 


When you fill out and send in 


your form 1040-A, you must at- 
tach a copy of each form W-2 
given you by a boss. 


Be sure to watch the questions 


on form 1040-A about being blind 
or over 65. 


Everyone filing a return gets a 


$600 exemption. But if he was 
blind m 1950 he gets an extra 
$600 exemption and if he was 65 
in 1950 he" gets still another $600 
exemption. 


Get $600 Exemption 


And each person filing a return 


gets a $600 exemption for his 
wife—if she files jointly with him 
or had no income of her own— 
plus $600 if she was blind, and 
another $600 if she was 65 in 
1950. 


(Remember: You get only one 


$600 exemption for a dependent 
and no extra exemption because a 
dependent was 65 or blind )

school board will receive a resolu- 
tion tonight which may end future 
deadlocks. 


A resolution has been prepared 


for presentation at the board's 
meeting asking that Vernon I* 
Nickell, state superintendent of 
public instruction, prepare a bill 
for Introduction to the state legis- 
lature amending the 43 year old 
Paris Union school district charter. 


The resolution seeks an increas^. 


in board membership from six to 
seven. 


Last year the board went through 


a series of squabbles over the 
hiring or firing of Coach Ernie 
Eveland. The fight finally went 
to the courts. 


Some of the difficulty laid with
